THE GEM was able 
to solve ‘The Case of 
the Disappearing 
Ponies’ last week - 
after seven ponies 
had mysteriously 
vanished from a 
Vale farm. 

On November 7, two 
bay ponies, one with dis¬ 
tinctive white facial 
markings, four greys and 
a foal, left a field at Tyn 
y Pwll Farm, Peterston 
Super Ely, and could not 
be traced. 

Emma Simpson, who 
looked after the ponies 
for the owner, Mr Adrian 
Williams, said she had 
been bemused by the dis¬ 


appearance which had 
left her son Thomas 
(aged seven) distraught. 

Emma explained: “We 
were very worried about 
what had happened to 
them. We reported it to 
the police, but days 
passed, and still nobody 
had found them. 

“My son Thomas was 
really upset. He loves 
them and was really 
attached to one of the 
ponies called Lucky. 

“We were mystified as 
to what had happened 
because there is a chain 
on the gate to the field 
and a clip, too. They 
couldn’t have pushed it 
open and there was no 
damage to the hedge

where they might have 
got out. 

“Seven ponies went, 
but two didn’t go - one 
which is difficult to catch 
and a cob which is quite 
quirky.” 

It led Emma to wonder 
whether someone had 
released the ponies, but 
had been unable to catch 
the remaining ones. 

“If they had left them¬ 
selves, I think they would 
have stuck together and 
aU gone.” 

All this was unknown 
to Simon Gottschalk of 
Caer Wigau Uchaf Earm, 
Pendoylan, who contact¬ 
ed The GEM on 


November 14, because 
seven ponies had sudden¬ 
ly appeared in his field a 
week earher and he was 
keen to trace the owners. 

He told The GEM: 
“Seven ponies have 
arrived in my field, which 
is currently in use for cat¬ 
tle grazing. There seems 
to be very httle that I can 
do to resolve the prob¬ 
lem.” 

The Vale Council was 
unable to do anything as 
the ponies were on pri¬ 
vate land, although a 
council official did check 
to see whether they were 
microchipped. The 
ponies did not have any 


microchips. Simon was 
loth to follow the advice 
of some farming friends 
who suggested he 
remove them from his 
property by putting them 
on the road. 

“That would have 
transferred the problem 
to someone else,” he 
explained. 

Late last week. The 
GEM received a police 
appeal on behalf of Tyn y 
Pwll Earm, saying the 
owners were anxious to 
trace seven ponies who 
had disappeared on 
November 7.

have driven our econo¬ 
my to the brink of col¬ 
lapse.

YOU may have noticed 
the Kenyan flag proud¬ 
ly flying outside Ysgol 
lolo Morgannwg 
recently while Mr 
Owain Jones, Year 6 
teacher, Richard Owen, 
Chairman of The 
Moses Project, and 
local Cowbridge volun¬ 
teer Martyn Lowe visit¬ 
ed Endonyiosidai, 
Kenya thanks to a trav¬ 
el grant awarded by the 
YWCA. 

Gareth Davies unfortu¬ 
nately had to pull out of the 
visit at the very last minute 
due to illness - we wish him 
a speedy recovery. 

The week was spent 
strengthening the existing 
link and visiting two schools 
which are to be involved in 


the Clean Energy Project. 
Mr Jones took part in school 
lessons, met teachers and 
locals, and also showed the 
film his class had prepared 
of life at Ysgol lolo. 

The three spent their time 
planning the Clean Energy 
Project, as well as finding 
time to mark out a football 
pitch and volley ball court 
complete with posts and 
nets. 

They also painted one of 
the classrooms late at night 
by the light of a solitary gas 
lamp, which explains why 
the gloss finish didn’t look 
quite as good the next morn¬ 
ing! 

The Moses Project also 
delivered equipment and 
toys, collected by the chil¬ 
dren of Ysgol lolo, specifi¬ 
cally for use in the baby unit 
at the Masaai School. 

During the visit we found 
the majority of the older pri¬ 
mary pupils were being sent 
home at lunchtime as food is 
somewhat unaffordable in 
Kenya at the moment and 
the school could not provide 
lunch for all. 

The Moses Project there¬ 
fore decided to buy enough 
food for the remaining 
month of school term which 
means a hot school meal for 
ah up until Christmas. 

Mr Jones also filmed 
videos which will be used in 
Ysgol lolo as national cur¬ 
riculum classroom resources 
for Mathematics, Health and 
Well Being, Environment 
and use of language. 

A laptop computer and 
internet connection kindly 
donated by Richard Murphy, 
on behalf of Cardiff Round 
Table,was presented to the 


school and live contact with 
Ysgol lolo was established 
via a Skype call to the pupils 
of Year 6; a video filmed 
during the early part of the 
visit was also sent back and 
viewed by the school here in 
Cowbridge. 

On the last Saturday of 
the visit, more than 200 
local Masaai in breathtaking 
traditional costumes, includ¬ 
ing chiefs and elders repre¬ 
senting the whole area, as 
well as the local education 
officer, joined the children at 
the school to hear Moses 
and Richard explain and 
outline the proposed Clean 
Energy Project. 

The three helped slaugh¬ 
ter a cow, and every con¬ 
ceivable part of it was then 
served up with vegetables 
and potatoes to all those 
present, whilst being enter¬ 
tained with traditional 
Masaai singing and dancing 
by the children. 

The films and pictures of 
this quite unique visit will 
be shared with the children 
of Ysgol lolo in the future. 

During the week before 
departure. The Moses 
Project received the news 
that their grant application 
for additional funding for 
the Clean Energy Project 
from WCVA had been suc¬ 
cessful with £12,400 award¬ 
ed towards the project. 

This can now be added to 
the extensive pro bono work 
of The Moses Project volun¬ 
teers and committee, such as 
Liza Webb and Iwan Elion, 
and to the fantastic amount 
of over £4,000 already 
raised by the children’s 
lOKm Dros Kenya spon¬ 
sored run; the 200 Club; the 


coffee mornings as well as 
Phil Webbe and Steffan 
James’ sponsored runs. The 
response has been quite 
humbling. 

The Clean Energy Project 
will provide power using 
wind and solar energy for 
the two local schools, to pro¬ 
vide lighting and power as 
well as laptops and internet 
connections. 

Fuel efficient stoves that 
bum 80 per cent less fuel 
will be provided to the 
schools, as well as to 150 
local homes and since mums 
currently spend many hours 
a day collecting woo4 these 
stoves will free up more of 
their time. 

The Moses Project plans 
to provide training opportu¬ 
nities for the mums which 
will mean they will have the 
skills to source additional 
income for their family. 

Being involved in plan¬ 
ning the project will prove a 
unique experience for all 
Ysgol lolo children to better 
understand the environmen¬ 
tal and social challenges we 
face in a changing world. 

It will also prove to them 
that taking positive action 
can change the lives of their 
friends in Endonyiosidai. 

May we take this opportu¬ 
nity to once again thank 
everyone who is supporting 
us, and our children, in 
developing this educational 
based link between Ysgol 
lolo Morganwg and Ysgol 
Masaai Endonyiosidai, and 
please enjoy the satisfaction 
that your actions are chang¬ 
ing the potential of the 
whole Masaai community of 
Endonyiosidai. RO

S INCE I intro¬ 
duced my 
draft budget 
for growth and jobs 
to the Assembly on 
October 4, a great 
deal has happened 
in Wales, the UK 
and Europe.

week of extra capital 
funding for the scheme. 

It is also why I am 
launching a new Wales 
infrastructure investment 
plan this week, announc¬ 
ing £90 million of capi¬ 
tal funding to help boost 
the economy and support 
our public service infra¬ 
structure - schools, 
health, housing, flood 
prevention, transport, 
next generation broad¬ 
band and more creating 
over 1,000 jobs each 
year in the construction 
industry crying out for 
Government investment. 

Capital investment is 
vital in this serious eco¬ 
nomic downturn. It is 
vital to the economy - 
both in the short term for 
the stimulus it provides 
and in providing the 
long term conditions for 
growth. 

This plan will provide 
stability and certainty for 
the private sector, not 
just now but for the 
years to come. 

Over the past few 
weeks, I have been visit¬ 
ing construction sites to 
see how our public 
money is being invested. 
Last week, I visited the 
new £49 million 
‘Gateway to the Valleys’ 
school scheme in the 
Ogmore Valleys and the 
new Elderly Mentally 
Infirm Unit at 
Llandough Hospital. 

In both sites, I heard 
about the high percent- 
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age of local people 
working on site and the 
apprenticeships being 
created. 

I also visited an 
affordable housing 
scheme in Ystrad 
Mynach, where a £4.2m 
Welsh Government 
investment has backed a 
£7.2m mixed tenure 
housing project devel¬ 
oped by a housing asso¬ 
ciation, again with a 
number of community 
and training benefits for 
young people and the 
local construction work¬ 
force. 

We are playing our 
part in Wales with the 
levers and finance we 
have got at our disposal 
and I am pressing the 
UK Government to take 
us into account in their 
infrastructure plan with 
transport projects such 
as electrification of our 
railways coming to the 
fore. 

I am meeting with UK 
Government, Scottish 
and Northern Ireland 
ministerial colleagues to 
relentlessly put the case 
for Wales and learn 
about the new ways we 
can raise capital to help 
our economy recover 
and grow. 

One of these avenues 
is to support local 
authorities in their 
investment and borrow¬ 
ing plans. We have been 
working closely with 
local government in 
Wales to develop a high¬ 
ways improvement ini¬ 
tiative to boost their bor¬ 
rowing over the next few 
years, enabling borrow¬ 
ing of more than £100m 
with our financial sup¬ 
port. 

We have not saddled 
ourselves with expensive 
outdated PEI (Private 
Einance Initiative) 
schemes but we are 
looking at new models 
for public private part¬ 
nerships, such as the 
Welsh Housing 
Partnership Scheme with 
Welsh Government and 
Principality Building 
Society finance to 
acquire and rent out 
affordable homes to peo¬ 
ple in housing need. 

We are working hard 
to secure an agreement 
in the Assembly for our 
budget for growth and 
jobs as we move towards 
the final budget debate 
on December 6. 

Our partners in local 
government, the third 
sector, business and 
trade unions with whom 
we have met over the 
past few weeks, have 
given us their priorities. 

Boosting the econom¬ 
ic recovery with Capital 
investment, giving skills 
and job opportunities for 
our young people, pro¬ 
tecting the vulnerable, 
building affordable 
homes - they are all 
singing from the same 
Welsh hymn sheet. 

I trust and hope we 
can deliver for the peo¬ 
ple of Wales with these 
priorities at the forefront 
of our budget and pro¬ 
gramme of government.

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A dangerous 
time for us all? 


E urope now has more 
grounds for optimism 
than recent weeks. New 
governments in Greece and 
Italy are committed to dealing 
with their debts and reform¬ 
ing their economies. 

However, this remains I 
believe, a dangerous period for 
the world economy. During 
2008, Britain was one of the 
epicentres of the Lehman 
Brothers crisis, with the biggest 
bank bail-out in the world - 
Royal Bank of Scotland. 

Though today’s epicentre 
may be across the Channel, the 
risks to Britain are no less real. 
Jobs and growth in our country 
have already been damaged by 
the euro crisis. 

This Coalition Government’s 
priority is to help Britain ride 
out this storm, instead of being 
consumed by it. 

Over a year ago, the 
Chancellor warned of what 
would happen here if we didn’t 
deal with our debts, and some 
said: “Don’t be ridiculous, 
Britain and other European 
countries aren’t anything like 
Greece. We can go on spend¬ 
ing.” 

As we’ve all witnessed, 
Greece’s economic disaster was 
followed by Portugal, then 
Spain and more recently, Italy. I 
think it’s important to highlight 
that their cost of borrowing was 
the same as ours just 18 months 
ago; today, it is almost three 
times higher. 

France has now had two 
emergency budgets in four 
months to try to get ahead of 
the curve, as we did last year. 

As a result of their delay, they 
ure now being forced to cut

faster than Britain over the next 
two years, despite a smaller 
budget deficit. 

What is happening in Europe 
is a stark reminder of what a 
disaster it would have been for 
Britain not to have made the 
cuts it has. 

The benefits the UK has won 
by getting a grip early was 
highlighted by the front-page 
headline of the Financial Times 
recently: “Gilt yields fall as UK 
becomes safe haven”. 

Low gilt yields - the interest 
rates we pay on our national 
debt - means billions saved for 
taxpayers and lower mortgage 
bills for families and business¬ 
es. 

Low interest rates and stabili¬ 
ty are the foundation of recov¬ 
ery. 

However, more needs to be 
done, and this will be addressed 
with reductions in business 
taxes, investment in science and 


apprenticeships, changes to edu¬ 
cation and welfare, and reforms 
to housing and small business 
lending as announced last week. 

But the biggest single boost 
the British economy could get 
would be a resolution of the 
eurozone crisis. 

Since the start of the year, we 
have been urging leaders in the 
eurozone to stand behind their 
currency and deal with their 
problems. 

Though some progress was 
made at the G20 summit in 
Cannes, it was not enough. 

So what needs to be done? 

The new governments in 
Greece and Italy need to show 
they can implement the tough 
measures required to deal with 
their debts and make their 
economies more competitive. 

However, the financial risks 
of standing behind their curren¬ 
cy will ultimately be home by 
eurozone citizens. 

The eurozone has the finan¬ 
cial capacity to restore stability. 
They now need to deploy it 
without delay. 

This is the immediate chal¬ 
lenge. 

Both in Britain and in the 
whole of the European Union, 
we must remove the obstacles 
that stand in the way of jobs 
and growth. 

The EU should be promoting 
open markets and greater free 
trade. 

We need to strengthen the 
single market, particularly in 
services where many thousands 
of jobs in Britain could be cre¬ 
ated, by expanding the opportu¬ 
nities in our largest export mar- 
ket.

THREE senior Vale 
Council officers are 
to leave their posts 
within the next six 
months - as part of 
a drive to cut costs. 

The Vale Council 
cabinet recently 

endorsed the proposed 
new senior manage¬ 
ment structure for the 
council, and this will 
come into effect in May 
next year. 

However, a council 
spokeswoman said: 
“The details of the 
changes will be the 
subject of further 
reports to elected mem¬ 
bers”. 

The proposals will 
see the council’s direc¬ 
tor of finance, ICT and 
property, Sian Davies, 
take over from the cur¬ 
rent chief executive, 
John Maitland Evans, 
after the local elections 
in May. 

She will have a new 
job title, that of manag¬ 
ing director and direc¬ 
tor of resources 

The director of legal, 
public protection and 
housing, Peter Evans, 
and the director of 


environmental and 
economic regeneration, 
Rob Quick will also 
leave their posts. 

The spokeswoman 
said: “In recognition of 
the Welsh 

Government’s collabo¬ 
ration agenda for edu¬ 
cation, the post of 
director of learning 
and development will 
be replaced by a chief 
learning and skills offi¬ 
cer, who will oversee 
education in the Vale. 

“The timing of this 
particular change will 
be the subject of a fur¬ 
ther report to cabinet.” 

The director of 
social services post, 
held by Phil Evans will 
remain unchanged. 

Coun Gordon 

Kemp, the Leader of 
the council, said: “We 
believe the new struc¬ 
ture creates an effec¬ 
tive basis for the future 
management of council 
services. 

“Local government 
is undergoing many 
changes, not least the 
move towards collabo¬ 
rative working, and we 
want the Vale to be 
ready to face the new 


challenges. 

“In the last financial 
year, we made £400,000 
in savings by reducing 
senior management. 

“ The Vale’s finances 
are well managed, but 
we are under the same 
budget pressures as 
every council in the 
UK, and we need to 
make further savings 
on management costs 
next year. 

“The proposed 
changes will deliver an 
additional £400,000 of 
savings.” 


A state-of-the-art 
mental health unit 
takes shape locally 


AHEAD of the 
Welsh Government 
Draft Budget being 
debated in the 
Assembly Chamber 
last week, the 
Finance Minister 
visited the construc¬ 
tion site of a mental 
health assessment 
unit for older people 
at Llandough 
Hospital. 

Jane Hutt, who is also 
the AM for the Vale, 
spoke to staff and con¬ 
struction workers at the 
hospital, which is receiv¬ 
ing £56m of Welsh 
Government funding. 

A spokesperson 
explained that “the 
state-of-the-art unit will 
help modernise the 


delivery of mental health 
services, offering a com¬ 
munity focused service 
but maintaining the vital 
role of inpatient services 
assessing the needs of 
both patients and car¬ 
ers. ” 

The scheme will bring 
together acute assess¬ 
ment services currently 
delivered from a number 
of different locations in 
Cardiff and the Vale. 

The new unit will pro¬ 
vide 82 beds, mainly in 
single rooms, and a day 
hospital with associated 
accommodation. 

The project started on 
site in April 2010 and is 
expected to be complet¬ 
ed in August 2012. 

Ms Hutt said: “This 
unit is a fantastic exam¬ 
ple of the projects for 


which the Welsh 
Government provides 
capital funding. 

“By continuing with 
these capital projects, 
we are showing our sup¬ 
port for the construction 
industry in Wales. ”

The series that has 
turned vampires into 
emotional, complex 
individuals, and were¬ 
wolves into men who 
struggle to wear cloth¬ 


ing on their top half is 
coming to an end on the 
big screen, the final 
chapter. Breaking Dawn, 
being split into two 
parts, the first of which 
is now in cinemas. 

This time around, 
Edward (Robert 
Pattinson) and Bella 
(Kristen Stewart) get 
married and set off on 
honeymoon (much to 
the chagrin of Taylor 
Lautner’s Jacob). 

However, their union 
sparks trouble because 
when Bella falls preg¬ 
nant, the threat of the 
child draws the attention 
of the werewolves, who 
are intent on stopping 
the birth... 

As much as I detested 


the first two outings of 
the Twilight franchise, 
emotional pap that had 
little cinematic worth, 
the series took a definite 
upturn with the David 
Slade-directed Eclipse; 
darker, ballsier with 
greater emphasis on 
action and the emotional 
impact of the character’s 
behaviour. 

It certainly didn’t 
alter my mindset on the 
films, but did make me 
appreciate that in the 
right hands there could 
be something worth¬ 
while wrung from this 
most leaden of source 
materials. 

Sadly, the good work 
done by Slade has been

Penarth Pier 

T he construction of Penarth 
Pier began in 1894: 
Spanning 219 yards in 
length, it was opened to the pub¬ 
lic in 1895 In 1907, a wooden 
pavilion was built to accommo¬ 
date a dance hall, and by 1929 
the entrance foyer was added. 

A devastating fire in August 1931 
ensured the wooden structure’s 
demise, as well as the majority of the 
platform. The rebuilding of the pier 
took place a short time later, but it 
wasn’t until after World War II that 
the structure reconstruction pro¬ 
gramme was commissioned. In May 
1998, the fully restored pier that we 
see today was reopened for public 
use. 

The eerie figure of a lady dressed 
in Victorian clothing has been seen 
mysteriously walking the full length

of the pier, only to vanish at the blink 
of an eye. Who could this elegant 
lady be, and why would she want to 
repeat steps in an environment that 
she would no longer recognise? 

The image of a gentleman sporting 
a flat cap and glasses has been spot¬ 
ted seemingly limping towards the far 
end of the pier before disappearing 
into thin air. 

Could this unusually dressed gen¬ 
tleman be a handyman from the 
building’s past, returning to a place 
that he became accustomed to during 
his lifetime? 

The shadowy phantom of a large 
dog has also been identified prowling 
along the planks of the pier, before 
instantly vanishing like a silhouette in 
an instant. 

Could this menacing canine be a 
guard dog from a distant past? 


hazard and inane way 
by director Bill Condon, 
reducing Breaking 
Dawn: Part 1 (to give it 
its full title) to a two 
hour film that is at least 
an hour too long, and 
dripping with the ridicu¬ 
lous mawkish love trian¬ 
gle rubbish that derailed 
the first two films so 
severely. I’ve been 
more entertained look¬ 
ing at a brick wall - and 
that had better charac¬ 
terisation and more cin¬ 
ematic worth. 

Given that Condon’s 
directorial CV includes 
the likes of Gods and 
Monsters and Kinsey, 
you would have thought 
that he would bring a 
level of maturity and 
class to proceedings, 
taking what is funda¬ 
mentally a repetitive 
story and sprinkling a 
little bit of magic on it. 

While visually he at 
least offers up some 
interesting directorial 
touches, there is also a 
prevailing element of 
archness that could only 
come from a man who 
has helmed the similar- 
ly-arch Dreamgirls. 

The film drifts 
towards melodrama far 
too often, creating 
scenes that should have 
emotional impact and 
heft yet are reduced to 
being unintentionally 
comical. 

Yet again the CGI 
utilised in this film is 
weak to the point of 
embarassing, shoddily 
rendered and smacking 
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of being overly rushed, 
while Condon leaves a 
climactic showdown to 
be a blur of weak 
effects, shonky editing 
and a general feel of 
‘this will do’. 

Melissa Rosenberg 
has been adapting the 
stories for the big screen 
since the beginning, so 
any chance of a dramat¬ 
ic sea change in the 
script is as likely as see¬ 
ing a dolphin cycling 
past your window. 

Granted, Rosenberg is 
stifled by need to 
remain true to Stephanie 
Meyer’s novels, giving 
her little in the way of 


wriggle room (particu¬ 
larly given Meyer’s role 
as a producer), but her 
past as a writer on 
glossy-but-insubstantial 
teen fodder such as The 
O.C. and Party of Five 
comes to the fore here, 
the characters poorly 
realised, empty vessels 
carrying no hint of 
depth to them. 

Needless to say, the 
poor script hampers the 
acting, perhaps the 
series’ biggest bugbear. 

While Robert 
Pattinson has become an 
international hearthrob 
through these films, he's 
hardly become noted as 
a fine thespian, and 
while Breaking Dawn 
doesn’t shift that percep¬ 
tion much, you can see 
that he is at least trying, 
conveying the emotion 
that Edward is going 
through. 

The same can’t be 
said for Kristen Stewart, 
an actress who is more 
than capable of acting - 
but here, through both 
script and necessity of 
story, she merely spends 
the whole film either 
looking awkward, con¬ 
cerned or lying down. 

A nice little earner if 
you can get it. 

Elswhere, the acting 
comes from the Derek 
Zoolander school of 
facial expressions, with 
Taylor Lautner acting 
through his well-sculpt¬ 
ed body rather than any 
actual emotion, while 
the rest of the cast mere¬ 
ly tend to furrow their 


brows in relation to the 
drama taking place on 
screen; the only excep¬ 
tions to the rule are 
Anna Kendrick (who 
must be rueing the day 
she signed up for all the 
films given how her 
career has skyrocketed) 
and Billy Burke, who, 
as Bella’s father, has 
been the most entertain¬ 
ing feature of these 
films by a country mile. 

Now, before the ‘Twi- 
hards’ start complaining 
how I have desecrated 
their sacred golden 
goose, I am fully aware 
that these films are not 
marketed nor intended 
for my cinematic con¬ 
sumption - yet the fact 
that on the most basic 
level this film is such an 
abomination that the 
Lumiere brothers would 
be rolling in the graves 
is the most disappoint¬ 
ing thing of all. 

While Breaking 


Dawn: Part 1 will no 
doubt gross ridiculous 
money and break box 
office records all over 
the world, it is worth 
remembering the old 
adage that just because 
something is popular, 
doesn’t mean it is good. 

This has never 
applied more pertinently 
than to this absolute 
mess of a film. 

VERDICT: More of 
the same with more 
melodrama and longing 
looks. Breaking Dawn: 
Part 1 is business as 
usual for the Twilight 
franchise, and not in a 
good way. 

Stunning in its inani¬ 
ty, breathtaking in its 
mawkishness, this 
leaves me waiting for 
the second part like a 
hole in the head; 
Breaking Dawn?

Fund, Barry.

Time for reflection on 
Sugar Loaf Mountain 


ON Remembrance 
Sunday, five enthu¬ 
siastic walkers 
joined leader Robin 
and his cocker 
spaniel, Pepper, on 
a journey up to the 
Sugar Loaf 

Mountain. 

They began from the 
A40 beside the old Cwrt- 
y-Gollen training camp 
near Crickhowell, which 
opened originally in the 
early 1960s when it was 
purpose-built to house 
various Welsh regiments 
of the Army, who later 
amalgamated to form the 
Royal Regiment of 
Wales. 

The camp became a 
Territorial Army training 
base. In 2010 an applica¬ 
tion was made to turn the 
camp into a housing 
development, with a care 
home and children’s 
nursery but the applica¬ 
tion was turned down by 
the planning committee. 

The group passed 
through l^eid Wood and 
there was a vast amount 
of signage warning 
pedestrians to remain on 
the public footpath and to 
beware of loud noises. 
However on that special 
day, there was no doubt 
in anyone’s mind that 
training sessions would 
not be happening. 

Beginning the gradual 
climb by way of tracks 
and pleasant paths the 


group stopped at 11am to 
observe the two minute 
silence before enjoying 
morning coffee. Soon 
they emerged onto the 
open hillside and began 
the steady climb up 
Sugarloaf or Mynydd 
Pen-y-Fal which stands 
at 596-metres (or 
1955ft). Reaching the 
top, they found a number 
of other walkers were out 
taking advantage of and 
enjoying the glorious 
autumnal weather. 

The story of how 
Sugarloaf Mountain was 
given to the National 
Trust in 1936 by 
Viscountess Rhondda is 
interesting. David Alfred 
Thomas was a successful 
businessman in the coal 
trade in the Rhondda val¬ 
ley and having served as 
a Liberal MP for Merthyr 
Tydfil was sent by David 
Lloyd George to the 
United States to arrange 
a supply of munitions for 
the British armed forces. 

On May 1, 1915, his 
daughter Margaret who 
had accompanied him on 
the trip was returning to 
Britain on the Lusitania 
when it was torpedoed by 
a German submarine. 

Although many people 
died, she survived and 
having been made 
Minister for Food in 
1917, her father was 
awarded the title of Lord 
Rhondda. 

Upon his death. 


Margaret inherited her 
father’s companies and 
title and made a name for 
herself as a suffragette 
and feminist campaign¬ 
ing for equal opportuni¬ 
ties for women. 

The group crossed 
open access land, where 
heather and dense brack¬ 
en caused a few prob¬ 
lems underfoot, before 
their journey back beside 
the Grwyne Fawr River, 
where they spotted a 
heron and a big dipper 
,before returning back to 
their start.

to Barry from next 
month.

trial bringing practical 
car tests closer to candi¬ 
dates. 

He also said that the 
Vale Council had

approach to driver test¬ 
ing. 

This co-operation 
between all organisations 
has ensured that Barry 
becomes a pilot for the 
UK in delivering this 
new form of test centre.” 

Mr Cairns went on: 
“This is great news for 
local people and for 
learner drivers from 
across the Vale who have 
not been able to sit their 
driving test in their own 


community for many 
months. 

“The new Test Centre 
in Barry will provide sig¬ 
nificant savings for local 
people and a welcome 
boost to local instruc¬ 
tors.” 

The Barry driving test 
centre closed earlier this 
year, with tests moving to 
Cardiff and Bridgend, 
but from December 5, the 
Driving Standards 
Agency (DSA) will 
deliver tests on a part- 
time basis from the 
Business Support Centre 
on Barry Waterfront. 

Road Safety Minister 
Mike Penning said: “I am 
delighted that driving 
tests will be returning to 
Barry. 

“Our aim is to offer a 
local service that is con¬ 
venient for candidates as 
well as being cost effec¬ 
tive.” 

Testing in Barry will 
take place on a part time 
basis, initially two days a 
week, but this may 
change depending on the 
level of demand.

Keen traders 
can thrive 
in "Southern 
Gateway’ 


T here is a 
tendency, as 
there is with 
most towns, to 
focus on the town 
centre when look¬ 
ing at retail activity 
in Bridgend. 

It is certainly the case 
that the pedestrianised 
town centre is well suit¬ 
ed for events that take 
place at various times 
throughout the year - 
and particularly at 
Christmas, as this fes¬ 
tive season’s pro¬ 
gramme of attractions 
demonstrate. 

However, retailers 
ply their trade all 
around the town, and 
shoppers should defi¬ 
nitely keep their eyes 
open as they head into 
Bridgend. 

A prime example is 
when you approach 
from the south, coming 
into the town via 
Ewenny Road and 
Nolton Street, and pass¬ 
ing Eive Bells Road - 


what could be called the 
southern gateway to the 
town. 

The mindset of any 
car driver or passenger 
is to head for the most 
convenient car park and 
not take too much 
notice of shops that you 
pass on the way. 

This tendency is 
probably exacerbated by 
the number of take¬ 
aways that line Nolton 
Street, and at night the 
neon lights give the 
impression that there is 
little else around. 

However, the fact is 
that a considerable num¬ 
ber of enterprising 
retailers are active, and 
they stay active by 
offering good services 
and keen bargains and 
something that can’t be 
delivered by a chain 
store - personal service. 

Upper Nolton Street 
alone has a beauty 
salon, antiques store, 
delicatessen, a foot clin¬

Good for you 
if your computer, brows¬ 
ing and important files 
are protected by strong 
passwords. 


There are a couple of 
things left to consider. 
What happens if you 
want someone else to 
access your confidential 
files? 

If you had fallen under 
a bus yesterday, would 
your executor be able to 
find your financial 
details? Have you pre¬ 
pared a file setting out 
where everything he will 
need can be found, 
including computer pass¬ 
words? Who knows 
where they are kept? You 
could prepare a pass- 
word-protected file and 
give a copy to one person 
and give the password to

The other side of pre¬ 
serving your files is 
regarding their secure 
destruction. 

The question crops up 
when you want to sell or 
pass on your old comput¬ 
er or decide to change to 
a larger hard disk drive. 

After working to make 
sure you protect the files, 
you now want to make 
sure they are not avail¬ 
able to whoever inherits 
the old equipment. 

For peace of mind the 
short, cheap and effective 
answer is to attack the 
old drive violently with a 
large hammer. 

Why? Simply deleting 
a file merely sends it to 
the recycling bin. (The 
file isn’t actually moved; 
it is simply flagged as 
ready for final deletion - 
that is why it can be read¬ 
ily restored by the system 
which simply makes it 
live again.)

space they occupied is 
designated as available 
for re-use by new files. 

It is still possible to 
read the files (or part 
files) with recovery soft¬ 
ware until the overwrit¬ 
ing occurs. 

Secure deletion pro¬ 
grammes are available at 
a cost. They overwrite 
the complete disk with 
garbage to ensure all files 
are obliterated; often 
using multiple over¬ 
writes. 

Even so, very sophisti¬ 
cated equipment can 
recover file fragments, 
but home users hardly 
need to concern them¬ 
selves with that. 

Now that external hard 
drive storage is so cheap, 
more and more users are 
storing all their data onto 
one external drive and 
backing up to another 
external drive.

Blackmark. It donated 
the bust of ‘Young 
Dylan’ for the ceremo¬ 
ny.

NEWS FROM THE BARRY MEN’S FORUM 


Clearing away some of 
the myths that surround 
the Tonypandy Riots... 


AT the last meeting, 
members of Barry 
Men’s Forum were 
taken back in time 
to life in nearby 
Tonypandy 100 
years ago. 

Mr David Maddox, a 
former educational 
adviser, gave a detailed 
talk about the 1910/11 
riots in that town and 
destroyed a few myths 
along the way. 

Our speaker spent 
some time, before mov¬ 
ing on to describing the 
disturbances, in painting 
a picture of daily life in 
this hub of the black- 
gold industry. 

Tonypandy has been 
painted, even in recent 
times by some, as a 
‘Wild West’ outpost with 
little of cultural value to 
offer. 

As David empha¬ 
sised, nothing could 
have been further from 
the truth. Free Church 
chapels were in abun¬ 
dance and their influ¬ 
ence was all pervasive, 
boosted by the great 
evangelical revival that 
had taken place in 1904. 

In Edwardian days, 
Tonypandy was really a 
boom town, offering

good wages to incomers 
from many parts of the 
British Isles. The great¬ 
ly sought-after steam 
coal provided wealth for 
the region, and a sign of 
prosperity was the fact 
that Tonypandy had the 
highest birth rate in the 
United Kingdom. 

The town boasted a 
John Lewis store, three 
theatres, booming shops 
and a Shakespeare sea¬ 
son lasting a month 
every summer. 

There were, however, 
problems: Other coun¬ 
tries had started to com¬ 
pete with easier to mine 
seams. Profits for the 
quality Welsh product 
started to diminish and 
mine owners quickly 
started to worry about 
falling profits. 

Miners were only 
paid for the amount of 
coal produced and some 
seams needed prelimi¬ 
nary work done on them 
to make them safe to 
work in. This was dead 
time and ate into their 
wages. 

A gap quickly 
emerged between what 
the miners were asking 
for as a living wage and 
what the owners said 
they could afford to pay. 
In that year, both sides 
were implacably 

opposed and prepara¬ 
tions were quickly made 
for a strike. 

To win, the strikers 
knew they had to, not 
merely withdraw their 
labour, but prevent the 


owners from keeping the 
essential pumping sheds 
from functioning - so 
that the threat of flooded 
mines would force the 
owners to make a better 
offer. 

The chief constable 
was alert to the dangers 
of the situation and took 
robust steps to draft in 
every man he could get 
from his own and other 
forces. 

He expected some 
12,000 miners to 
become involved with 
strike action and huge 
trouble loomed on the 
horizon. The Home 
Secretary, the Liberal 
Winston Churchill, was 
asked to authorise the 
use of troops by the anx¬ 
ious chief constable, but 
contrary to those with a 
poor understanding of 
history, he did little to 
support the chief of 
police. 

In fact, it is now 
known that he told the 
strikers that he would do 
his best to see that they 
“got fair play”. 
Churchill largely kept 
out of it and left the 
question of troops to the 
local authority. 

While the police were 
protecting the industrial 
installations a hooligan 
element took advantage 
of their absence to 
smash and loot the 
majority of the shops in 
the town centre. 

These events attracted 
huge publicity and were 
widely reported all over 


the world. 

The turmoil lasted a 
long time, form 
November 1910 through 
to September 1911, and 
seared bitter memories 
into huge sections of the 
population. 

David finished by 
informing us of some 
interesting additional 
facts: There was the 
apparent distancing of 
central government from 
the turmoil, especially 
by the Home Secretary, 
Winston Churchill. 

Also mentioned was 
the popularity of some 
military regiments sent 
in to keep order. Troops 
from Lancashire were 
known to give out food 
parcels to miners’ fami¬ 
lies. 

On the other hand, the 
police seem to have been 
generally unpopular, 
especially for some rea¬ 
son, those from Bristol. 

Two of the miners’ 
leaders were gaoled for 
12 months and served 
six. 

At the next meeting 
on November 24, Glenn 
Booker will speak on 
‘Two Black American 
Soldiers.’ 

Meetings are held at 
10.30am. on Thursdays 
in the hall of the United 
Reformed Church in 
Barry.

Remembrance Day 
walk in Penarth 


VALEWAYS have 
been delighted to be 
involved in the Vale 
of Glamorgan’s 
Library Fortnight 
of Activities by lead¬ 
ing walks from vari¬ 
ous libraries across 
the area. 

On November 11, the 
walk started from 
Penarth Library to 
explore some of 
Penarth’s Victorian past. 
We walked up to St 
Augustine’s Church 
enjoying to the left the 
views of Cardiff Bay and 
the Barrage. 

St Augustine’s 

Church, built in 1865, 
designed by William 


Butterfield, has a beauti¬ 
ful multicolour interior in 
shades of ochre, pink, red 
and cream and is regard¬ 
ed as one of the finest 
Victorian churches in 
Britain, and the 90’ sad¬ 
dleback tower has long 
been a beacon for sailors 
along the Bristol 
Channel. Dr Joseph 
Parry, the composer of 
‘Myfanwy’, is laid to rest 
in the graveyard. 

At 11am, we were on 
the headland to observe 
two minutes silence 
looking across the 
Channel at grey sea and 
sky with just a patch of 
light aluminating the 
islands of Flat Holm and 
Steepholm. 

Passing some impos¬ 


ing Victorian houses, 
homes in the past to ship 
and mine owners, we 
dropped down through 
the Kymin to the pier 
opened in 1895 . 

In its heyday, it had a 
regular steamship service 
between Clevedon and 
Penarth. The Promenade, 
Italian Gardens and the 
Bandstand in Windsor 
Gardens were all part of 
the delights of a 
Victorian seaside resort. 

Returning through 
Alexandria Gardens, we 
paused by the War 
Memorial and then at the 
Garden of Remembrance 
for quiet reflection 
before going back to the 
library for refreshments.

Italy does have positives 
during these tough times 


I N a bid to protect the 
country’s future, its 
longest-serving post 
war Prime Minister Silvio 
Berlusconi has been forced 
out of office to be replaced 
by a technocrat. 

Italy, Europe’s third largest 
economy, now must deal with an 
horrendous £1.6 trillion debt cri¬ 
sis, which some fear is too large 
even for all the countries in 
Europe to tackle. This puts Italy 
on a par with the dire situation in 
Greece. One saving grace for 
Italy is that it’s a market leader in 
fashion and car manufacturing. 
Greece on the other hand is not. 

The force majeure, or perhaps 
more appropriately in Latin, the 
vis major behind Italy’s car 
industry is Eiat (Eabbrica Italiana 
Automobili Torino), owner of 
Eerrari, Maserati, Chrysler, Jeep 
and Alfa Romeo. Surely any 
country possessing these brands 
is sitting pretty? 

It has always been the case that 
those who lusted after an expen¬ 
sive Maserati but didn’t have the 
funds have looked squarely and 
firmly in the direction of Alfa as 
an affordable alternative. 

Brand new the Mito MultiAir 
1.4 turbo is yours for under 
£14,000. It’s only the third Alfa I 
have driven and it doesn’t disap¬ 
point. Eirst impressions are that 
it’s not too dissimilar to the Eiat 
500, if a bit bigger. The Mito’s 
curvaceous design makes it feel 
tinier than the competition and 
crucially its pretty looks instantly 
charm. 

That’s what Alfas have always 
been famous for, clutching at the 
heart strings. The Mito, which 
was introduced in 2008, gets a

chrome grill and at the front the 
number plate sits on the right of 
the bumper - in common with 
others Alfas. Chrome door han¬ 
dles add a touch of class, easily 
knocking the socks off more 
common Lords, Vauxhalls or 
Citroens. 

Three-door hatches always feel 
sportier to me and that also helps 
the appeal of the Mito. There’s a 
decent interior and equipment 
levels include air-con and cruise 
control. Drivers also receive a 
luxurious key fob with red leather 
strap, which my baby daughter 
Harriett thoroughly enjoyed 
chewing to help soothe her 
teething pains. 

Despite its small 1.4-litre 
petrol engine it’s a good driver’s 
car that packs a reasonable 
105bhp punch while returning 
more than 40mpg. The engine is 
fitted with an automatic start/stop 
function - I’m still to be con¬ 
vinced whether this does actually 
save fuel but I suppose it helps 
the environment by cutting emis¬ 
sions. 

Long traffic jams can result in 
the engine frequently cutting out 
only to restart with the fuel gauge 
dropping faster than if this facili¬ 
ty isn’t used, in my opinion. 
However, it can be overridden 
simply by keeping the clutch 
down. 

This comment refers to all 


such systems, not just the Alfa - 
the one on the Mini Cooper SD 
gets through fuel very quickly in 
such situations. 

The Mito test took place dur¬ 
ing yet another particularly chal¬ 
lenging time on Britain’s roads, 
and on the first morning my 
relaxed journey quickly became 
more urgent as accidents and 
roadworks hampered progress. 

Consequently, demanding 
overtaking was required and the 
Mito stepped up to the mark. In 
normal mode the engine is a little 
sluggish, but select dynamic 
mode on the dna (dynamic, nor¬ 
mal and all-weather) software 
package and the steering, throttle, 
suspension and traction settings 
noticeably improve. This system 
is operated by a simple flick of a 
switch in front of the gearbox and 
it’s effective, it makes the Mito 
feel like it’s had a shot of speed, 
making a demanding driver 
happy. 

The six-speed manual box is a 
joy to use. Added to which, my 
little Italian friend is never happi¬ 
er than when overtaking. 

Once parked, the driver invari¬ 
ably walks off smiling only to 
return doing exactly the same as 
the Mito greets you like a long 
lost mate. 

The Eiat group will play a key 
part in reversing the fortunes of 
Italy and the Alfa Mito has an 
important role in that mission.

Town dig in to 
grab victory 



AFTER a demoralizing loss to 
Sully Sports last week, 
Cowbridge Town FC had to 
once again dig deep to ensure 
their stuttering promotion 
chase didn’t suffer another 
hammer blow at home to bot- 
tom-of-the-league Park Vets 
last weekend. 

The Vets’ only point this season had 
come in the pair’s early season 
exchange, and Cowbridge confidence 
was delicate after some indifferent 
results of late. 

Perhaps sensing a chance of another 
upset. Vets started brightly and forced 
the Cowbridge side to defend well in 
the air on a couple of occasions to pre¬ 
vent conceding. 

Town did seem to settle however, 
and the threat out wide of Hans 
Kennedy and Stuart Llemming saw 
Cowbridge start to dictate the flow of 
the game. 

Preferred in his previous lone-strik¬ 
er role.

Cowbridge began to totally domi¬ 
nate the game, passing around with 
style and accuracy. Goals seemed 
inevitable and in fairytale fashion Ollie 
Powell marked an impressive debut by 
smashing in the third after good indi¬ 
vidual play to create his own chance. 

The midfielder seemed to relish his 
first taste of first team football and 
sealed the points for Town after jinking 
to the byline and finding Lloyd Lewis 
unmarked at the back post to seal an 
important victory for Cowbridge. 

The win sends Town confidently to 
the much anticipated derby fixture next 
weekend against Llantwit Major. With 
Llantwit sitting top of the league the 
fixture is likely to be a fierce 
encounter.
